This permt specifically authorizes the
permttee to subdivide 246 acres of land, nmore or less, into 20 lots
and to contruct an access road of approximately 5,700 feet [ocated north
of Route 4 near the Wodstock-Bridgewater Town Line in the Town of Wood-

” stock, Vernmont. .

~The permttee, its successors and assigns, are obligated by this
permt to conplete and maintain the project only as approved by the
f;\Diséript $3 Environnmental Comm ssion in accordance with the follow ng
condi tions:

1. The project shall be conpleted as set forth in Findings of Fact"
and Concl usions of Law #3w0360 except as nodified by the Findings,
of Fact and Concl usions of rLaw of the Environmental Board, \
#3W0360~EB; i n accordance with the plans and exhibits stanped \
"Approved" and on file with the District #3 Environmental Com
mssion; and in accordance with the conditions of this pernit.

No changes shall be nade in the project without the witten
approval of the District Environmental Conm ssion

2. By acceptance of the conditions of this permt wthout appeal,
the permttee confirnms and agrees for itself and all assigns.
and successors in interest that the conditions of this permt
shall run with the land and the land uses herein permtted,
and wi Il be binding upon and enforceabl e against the permttee
and all assigns and successors in interest. The granting of

.3. This permt hereby incorporates all of the conditions of the
Certification of Compliance #3W0360 i ssued on Septenber 4, 1980,

Prior to the sale of a parccl herein approved, the prospective
purchaser shall be given a copy of this permt, and a copy of
the Findings of Fact and Conclusions of Law incorporated herein.

Prior to devel opment of Lot 9, and Lots 11 through 20, waste-
wat er di sposal systens shall. be designed by a Vernont |icensed
prof essi onal engi neer and shall be approved by the Division of
Protection of the Agency of Environnental Conservation. Addi-
tional soil borings or percolation tests shall be performed as
needed at the request of the Division of Protection. The design
approved by the Division of Protection shall be inplenented and
mai ntai ned by the purchaser and all successors and assigns.
Changes in location and design shall be allowed only after,
approval by the D vision of Protection.

The permttee shall conply with Environnmental Board Exhibit #16
for erosion control. Al erosion control devices shall be
periodically cleaned, replaced and maintained until vegetation
I's permanent|y established on all slopes and disturbed areas.

The pernittee shall construct the road as outlined in Enviton-
mental Board Exhibit #16, including four turnouts, identified
on said exhibit; however, paving of the road is not required.

The permttee shall implement Exhibit #15, Road Mi ntenance
Covenants, to ensure that the road is properly maintained by.

an Omer's Association, provided, however, that such Covenants,,
nmust be revised to require proper grading of the project road -
at | east sem -annually.

The permttee shall, with the assistance of a professiona
forester and/or gane biol ogist, develop a habitat managenent
program for the 50 acres, nore or less, conprising the western-
most portions of Lots 9, 11, and 12 and that such habitat
managenent program shall be instituted and mai ntained by the
permttee, Its successors and assigns, for a period of not

| ess than ten years; provided, however, that if it is or can
be established, by "any party opposing" the permttee pursuant
to 10 V.S. A 56088, that at the end of the ten year period
this area is a "necessary wldlife habitat", pursuant to 10 .
V.S. A §6086G(a) (8) (a), such prograns shall continue for an
additional ten years or a total of twenty years.

Al'l road construction on this project nust be conpleted by
Cctober 1, 1982.
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N 12. This pernit shall expire on Cctober 1, 2001, unless extended
. by the District Environmental Conmi ssion.
